There is now only the faintest hope 
that Russia or the powers will be 
able to prevent the struggle which 
is to decide whether or not Bulgaria 
shal] be predominant in the Balkan 
confederaticn. 

_ A new complication arose today in 
the decision of Roumania to mobilize 
her army. What role Roumania will 
play is quite unknown. but she is gen- 
erally expected to follow her tradi- 
tional policy of waiting on events, 
in readiness to take advantage wher- 
ever it may be obtained with the 
least risk and trouble. Roumania’s 
mobilizaticn causes uneasiness’ in 
Austria, where it is regarded as a 
defeat for Austrian diplomacy, 
Bulgaria Very Reticent. 

Little news has come to hand today 
of the military operations in Mace- 
donia, and owing to the fact that Bul- 
Saria, as in the former campaigns, 
is very reticent concerning her mili- 
tary movements and because the re- 
ports from the Servian and Greek 
side are clearly exaggerated, it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to form any esti- 
mate of the actual position of af. 
fairs. 

It is believed from the disposition 
of her troops that Bulgaria has care- 
fully. prepared a plan to place some 
of her forces between the Greeks and 
Servians and prevent their junction 
and it is reported that the Bulgarians 
are now executing a great flanking 
movement in the direction of Eeri 
Palanka. é 

The Belgrade government issued no 
reports from the theater of war to- 
day, but according to a dispatch from 
Premier Pachitch to the Servian lega- 
tion at London, the Servian losses 
in the first three davs.fighting were 
6.000 killed and wounded. This _ in- 
cluded the great battle at Ovtchepolye. 
The Servians captured 2,000 prisoners 
and 300 guns from the Bulgarians, 
whose casualties exceeded the  Ser- 
vian. Sixty of the prisoners were of- 
ficers.

000 wounded at Belgrade.

GOVERNOR DEVISING 
PLAN TO PAY TEACHERS 


First re ig ag by Him 
Is Raising \Loan to Relieve 
Their Pressing Needs.

After the legislature adjourned for 
the week yesterday and the governor 
Was given a breathing spell from the 
rush of callers that have occupied a 
large part of his time since his inau- 


ing a plan to raise some for 


the school teachers. 

As there is no money in the state 
treasury, with which to pay these bad- 
ly treated servants of the state, the 
funds needed to relieve their immedi- 
ate necessities wil] in all probability 
have to be secured a temporary 
loan. Just how to get this money and 
to get it. on the best terms for 
the state is the first problem which 
the governor has set himself to solve. 

The’ governor is not fully satisfied 
as to the extent of the authority given 
him in the amendment to the consti- 
tution adopted last year, increasing 
the amount of the temporary loan, that 
the chief executive may raise from 
$200,000 to $500,000, and. he is looking 
carefully into the authorities before 
he takes action in the matter. 

Money Hard to Get. 
sAnother difficulty that he will have 
confronting him, after he has satis- 
fied himself as to his authority to 
make the loan or has obtained author- 
ity from the legislature to make it, 
will be getting the money. Dr. K. G. 
Matheson, president of the Georgia 
School of Technology, has just return- 
ed from New York, and was in confer- 
ence with the governor for some time 
Thursday. ' 

Dr. Matheson reports that the 
money market of New York is tighter 
than it has been at any time since 
the panic of 1907. He says that it Is 
almost an impossibility to borrow 
money in that market on any reason- 
able terms. 

Now the governor would prefer to 
make the loan in Georgia,.if the bank-

money needed, but it is more than 
likely that he will have to go to New 
York for it. Even there he may find 
it hard to get, and a more than ordi- 
nary rate of interest may be demand- 
ed. 

It is a well-known fact that the 
problem of paying the teachers when 
their money is due is one of the most 
serious ones that the governor will 
have to handle. He not only hopes to 
secure the money at an early date to 
relieve their pressing. needs, but also 
to secure such legislation from the 
present general assembly as will end 
the delay in paymént in coming years. 

House May Act Next Week. 

In this connection attention may be 
called to the joint resolution which 
was introduced in the hause this week 
by Representatives Moye, of Johnson, 
and Moss, of €obb, requesting the 
governor to borrow money as soon as 
possible to the extent of his constitu- 
tional authority in order that a pay- 
ment may be made on the school fund. 
This resolution will probably be re- 
ported by the rules- committee and 
action taken when the house meets 
again next week.

With 
two exceptions the entire lat- 
June and the first few 
have furnished a heated 
comes near to breaking 
the weather bureau records. 

Reports of June temperatures sent 
from the south Georgia stations show 
that in. practically every town where 
the bureau is represented the mer- 
cury has daily been at or above the 
90-degree mark regularly, and north 
Georgia has been almost as hot. 

Hottest Since 1S92. 

Only once in the 34 years of the 
loca] weather bureau has the record 
of the present hot spell been excelled 
ang that was during the time from 
June 25 to July 11, 1902, when the 
mercury reached a daily maximum of 
at least 90 degrees. 

For the past several days the max- 
imum here has been about 88 degrees, 
but on Thursday the thermomet2r 
registered 92 degrees at 2 o'clock. 
The fact that the atmosphere contain- 
ed less moisture made the conditions 
a little less oppressive. 

With al] the heat of the day, there 
has not been a night when the air did 
not cool off enough to make sleeping 
Pleasant, and this, which ‘has always 
been noted as the redeeming feature 
of a hot spell in this section, has 
been thorovghly appreciated for the 
Past three weeks. 

The official temperatures of Thurs- 
day were, 80 degrees at 9 o’clock in 
the morning, 84 degrees at 10 o'clock, 
88 degrees at noon and 92 at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. The temperature 
fell as gradually as jit had, risen un- 
til by nightfall it had dropped below 
the eighties.

BURLESON IS DEFIED 
BY POSTMASTER FISK 


Frisco Official Says That He 
Can Only Be Removed by 
President Wilson. 


San Francisco, July 8.—In reply to a 
demand, after a request from Postmas- 
ter General Burleson, Arthur G. Fisk 
again refused today to resign as post- 
master of San Francisco. [n answer- 
ing a telegram from Burléson, he 
wired: 

“I, do not recognize the right of 
any one to remove me except the 
president of the United States.” 

Postmaster Genera] Burleson’s tele- 
gram to Postmaster Fisk was ag fol- 
lows: 

“Referring to your telegram 30th ul- 
timo, your resignation is demanded and 
your removal, will he effected for ad- 
ministrative reasons in the interest of 
better and more economical service at 
the San Irancisco postoffice.” 

Postmaster Fisk replied: 

“I cannot Know what administrative 
reason may, have arisen that. would 
lead-you to overthrow the custom and 
courtesy of years an dto demand the 
resignation of an: official who has 
served as postmaster of this city 
ior nearly ten years and who 
holds the commission of the president 
of the United States, entitling him to 
continue to hold the office for three 
years longer. 


“In view of the correspondence on 


file at this office, I cannot understand |! 
your statément that the administrative | 


reasons for my removal are to obtain 
better and more economical service. 
You have recently caused this office 
to be inspected by eastern postoffics 
inspectors and if this investigation has 
developed deficiency in my office and 
any valid reason for my removal it 
ought to be made public. I do not 
recognize the right of any one to re- 
move me except the president of the 
United States. Notwithstanding my 
Sreat respect for the office you hold, 
I must, in justice to myself, respect- 
fully, but _firmly, refuse = to comply 
with your demand for my resignation.”

Washington, July 3.—‘“If Mr. Fisk 
does not resign he will be removed.” 
That was the reply made late today 
by Postmaster General Burleson to the 
refusal of Postmaster Arthur G. Fisk, 
of San Francisco, to relinquish his of- 
fice.

Handful of Veterans of Gen. 
Pickett’s Division Re-Fn- 
act the Famous Dash That 
Made Them Immortal. 
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PRESIDENT WILSON 
MAKES SPEECH TODAY 


Addresses Were Made Thurs- 
day by Several Governors 
and by Speaker Clark and 
Vice President Marshall. 


Gettysburg (Pa.) Battlefield, July 3. 
A handful of men in gray re-enacted 
today the charge of Pickett across the 
field of Gettysburg. Up the slope of 
Cemetery ridge, where death kept step 
with them in ’63; 150 veterans of the 
Virginia regiments of that immortal 
brigade made their slow parade. Un- 
der the brow of the ridge in the 
Bloody Angle, where the Philadelphia 
brigade stogd that day, was a handful 
in blue, scarcely larger, waiting’ to 
meet the onslaught of peace. 

There were no flashing sabers, no 
belching guns; only eyes that dimmed 
fast and kindly faces behind the stone 
wall that marks the Angle. At the end, 
in place of wounds or prison or death, 
were handshakes, speeches and min- 
gling cheers. 

The veterans in gray marched for a 
quarter of a mile over the ground that 
they traversed during the charge. They 
came up the slope in column of fours, 
irregularly but responsive to the com- 
mands of Major W. W. Bentley, of the 
Twenty-fourth Virginia, one of the few 
officers of either Pickett’s or the Phil- 
adelphia brigades present. 

Faded Confederate Flag. 

Ahead of them marched a band, and 
well down the column was a faded con- 
federate flag, its red field pierced with 
many holes, its cross bars dim and its 
shaft colored with the sweat of many 
a man who died that it mighf fly high 
in the last desperate effort to pierce 
the union lines. 

Its progress was slow and painful, 
for the timothy in. the field was high 
and its plowed surface was not easy for 
world-weary feet. Up to the very edge 
of the stone wall, eovered now with 
tangled vines, shaded by trees and 
peaceful as a summer lane, they 
marched in the hot sun while the band 
played “Dixie.” There they stood for 
half an hour while, their comrades in 
blue peered across at them. 

The blue line formed behind the 
walls. Overhead floated a faded stand- 
ard of the Second army corps. Behind 
them were the statues of the Philade}l- 
phia brigade and the Fourth United 
States army battery, where General 
Armistead died, 

Flags Crossed in Amity. 

As the men in gray formed ina lon¢ 
line facing the wall the stars and bars 
and the flag of:the second corps were 
crossed in amity; the stars and stripes 
were unfurled and the crowd that 
came to watch burst into a _e cheer.

PROPOSED IN ARNOLD BILL 
BY BROTHER LEGISLATORS 


Two well-known Georgia brothers 
have introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives a bill for providing for 
permanent registration along the line 
of the suggestion of Governor Slaton. 

One, Hon. R. J. Arnold, is th erepre-

The former, Dr. Arnold, went from 
Oglethorpe to Henry thirty years ago, 
after attending tne University of Geor. 
Zia. He became a prominent citizen 
of Henry county and was elected~to 
the legislature this time without oppo- 
Sition, this being the first 
any new member was elected from that 
county without opposition. 

Both of the Messrs. Arnold are very 
much impressed with the fact that the 
people of Georgia a put to unnecese 
sary annovance every Year in the mat- 
ter of registration, and they believe 
that the full purpose of the registra- 
tion law would be met if registration 
became permanent, providing that an- 
nual payment of taxes be made a pre- 
requisite to enrollment on the voters’ 
list. 

The plan of the Arnold bill is to 
qualify under the present registration 
law of Georgia. The bill further pro- 
vides that the tax collectors of Geor- 
gia shall make up annual voting lists 
accordingly, from the permanent regis-

And when any qualified vot- 
er of this state has once been legally 
registered by the tax collector of any 
county in this state, it shall be the 
duty of the tax collector, before sub- 
lists to the registrar of 
the said county, to re-enter the name 
of such voter who wag previously reg- 


‘istered upon his list of qualified vot- 


ers, unless such registered voter has

The Rome Chamber of Commerce, 
largely upon the initiative of Louis Spencer 
Daniel, managing director, has entered upon 
a vigorous crusade to secure the enactment 
of a state highway law for Georgia.

PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS.

“Experience, my son, still teaches that he 
is doubly wise who lives beneath the elms 
and beeches, among the gnats and fillies,” re- 
marked the wild man of the woods, with 
visible emotion. “Happiness is the end and 
airm of all human critters. Twenty centuries 
have taught us that happiness cannot be 
found in the busy haunts. Why, then, do 
men not repair to the sylvan solitudes? 

“It is perhaps a wise provision of nature 
that they do not, when you come to think 
it over; for if all men did that, the sylvan 
solitudes would be converted into busy 
haunts and there would be no possibility of 
establishing a lodge in some vast wilderness. 
I never thought of that before. 

“It is true that the forest primeval has 
some minor drawbacks. The mosquitoes are 
numerous and shouid be punished for offen- 
sive partisanship. They cause me much trav- 
ail of spirit at times and I am afraid I 
have used unladylike language when trying 
to reach a bite between the shoulder-blades. 
There is nothing more trying than to make 
vain efforts to scratch a mosquito bite which 
is off the regular route. Then the flies are 
annoying. Here in the woods we have the 
large greenish black flies. They weigh 
about a pound each when full grown, and 
when they bite you it is impossible to ignore 
the matter or treat it as a jest. 

“One of those flies seems to take a great 
deal of interest in my nose. Nearly every 
time I go to sleep it comes and performs 
a sufgical operation on that organ. Not 
being well versed in science, I can’t say 
whether these bluebottle flies sting or bite, 
but in either case, the results are annoying. 
You see how my nose is swollen and in- 
flamed.. It looks more like a Chinese lan- 
tern than a nose, and if a temperance worker 
came into these woods I know he'd form a 
wrong estimate of my thirst. I took a nap 
under yonder stately sycamore this morning, 
and was aroused by an intense pain in my 
nose. I realized at once that the fly had 
stung. it again, and, as I compounded a slip- 
pery elm poultice to allay the throbbing 
pain, I almost made up my mind to return 
to the busy haunts and have done with the 
woods. 

“But a moment’s reflection persuaded me 
that such a course would be foolish. It is 
true that the town dweller can so screen his 
house as to keep out the flies and mosqui- 
toes and hornets, but does that bring him 
peace of mind? Does that contribute to his 
happiness? Not on your tin type, my son. 
The health cranks make his life a burden. 
The health cranks haven't yet extended their 
operations to the deep tangled wildwood, so 
a hermit can have some fun; but the man 
in town is forever being reminded that death 
stalks abroad with a rusty scythe, looking 
for a chance to gather him in. If he goes to 
the well for a drink Of water, the ubiquitous 
crank dashes the dipper from his hand, and 
tells him it’s battle, murder and sudden 
death to drink water without boiling it. Well 
water is so thick with germs that you can 
cut it with a Knife and pile it up like 
bricks.

WHERE WINDMILLS REIGN — 


AND RURAL BANKS GROW 


By Harvie Jordan. 

Leenwarden, Holland, June 19.—(Special.) 
The larger part of Holland, agriculturally, 
iz devoted to the cperation of dairies, for 
butter and cheese, the growing of vegetables 
and fruits... Practically the whole country is 
from two to ten feet below sea level, hence 
great dykes or levees have had to be built 
along the entire sea coast to Keep the sea 
out, just as in ancient times great rack 
walls had to be built around the old cities 
to keep the invading barbarians and other 
enemies out. The entire country is also 
level and flat, with the exception of the 
Sand dunes near the coast. When the rains 
fall, artificial methods have to be resorted 
to in order to get the surplus water off the 
cultivated fields and pastures. To do this. 
the fields are cut up by small ditches run- 
ning in parallel lines about two acres apart 
and crossing in squares about five acres 
long. Sea level canals have been constructed 
at higher levels which flow Into the open 
sea. 

At intervals of from a quarter to half a 
mile apart. large, old-fashioned wooden 
windmills have been erected for the pur- 
pose of pumping the rainwater out of the 
lower ditches up into the sea level canals 
and thereby sending the surplus water out 
to sea. But for this artificial method of 
handling the surplus rainfall the land would 
be constantly under water and the cultiva- 
tion of the soil impossible. 

The building through the farms of these 
sea level canals, which are. several feet 
higher than the land, makes of Holland on 
a large scale almost what the city of Venice 
is on a small scale. The farmers use these 
canals for highways of travel in boats iIn- 
stead of the usual method of travel in 
wagons on the roadways. Thev haul their 
farm products to market in boats and haul 
out stable manure to be put on the land 
in the same way. 


The Land of Windmills. 

Holland is known as the country of big 
wooden windmills, canals and wooden shoes. 
Hundreds of these enormous. windmills can 
be seen in every direction in a day’s journey, 
the four long wind shields slowly turning, 
making a most picturesque and interesting 
sight. Vegetation is always green, and could 
not be otherwise under the conditions as re- 
cited above. Hay grows tall and thick. It 
is made in superabundance. There are no 
fences {n Holland. Indeed, I have not seén 
a barbed wire fence or scarcely a fence of 
any description except around the yards of 
residences, in all of my travels through Italy, 
Hungary, Austria, Germany, Belgium and 
Holland on the present trip. The last barbed 
wire fence I saw was in the United States, 
and I think they ought to be outlawed over 
there. Of course, in Holland the little side 
ditches, two or three feet deep amd the same 
in width, serve the purpose of a fénce, as 
the cattle, horses, sheep and hogs are 
trained to stay where they are pastured 
and do not cultivate the dumping habit. The 
Holstein-Fraisen cows, large, black and 
white, or pure black bodies with white faces, 
are the predominating breed. They cover the 
pastures in every direction and present the 
finest type of dual purpose cattle for milk 
and beef that I have seen in any of the coun- 
tries visited. 

The Fraisen cow when 
1.400 to 1,600 pounds, and they give from 
four to five gallons of rich milk daily. The 
best of these cows when fresh with milk 
cost from $160 to $175 each. In some Of the 
dairies they are kept tied up in their clean 
stalls and milked for twelve months, never 
being allowed to leave the stall during that 
time. When the milk begins to fail they are 
sold for beef, bringing an average of $120 
a head.

Co-operative Societies. 

During the past thirty or forty years 
farmers’ co-operative buying and marketing 
societies have developed very rapidly and 
successfully in this country. The most suc- 
cessful societies -are those representing 
dairies engaged in butter and cheese mak- 
ing and the growing of vegetables. The co- 
operative marketing of garden products is 
perhaps more highly developed in Holland 
than any other country. The individual 
grower does not market his produce; this is 
done for him by the association of which 
he is a member. I visited one of these unique 
sales depots, near The Hague, last Thurs- 
day to witness its practical operation, and 
found it so interesting that a description 
here would be advisable. The market I vis- 
ited was a large, open building constructed 
over and on both sides of a canal about 
twelve feet wide. On one side several long 
tiers of benches were erected, where the 
buyers sit. 

On the other side, tables and chairs for 
the accountants, and the auctioneer stood be- 
side a large automatic electric apparatus, 
consisting of a big dial with figures around 
the circle from 1 to 100, very much like a 
clock in appearance. A long hand revolves 
around the dise pointing as it travels to 
the various numbers. Agboat loaded with 
cucumbers, cauliflowers and carrots came 
along and stopped between the buyers on 
one side and the auctioneer on the other. 
The auctioneer called out the vegetables for 
scale (first or second class) and awaited a 
bid. .The buyers sitting on the benches each 
have a finger on an electric button to press 
when the finger on the dial reaches a cer- 
tain figure which stops the indicating hand,

and at the same time a mumber appears be- 
low the dial corresponding with the number 
of the seat occupied by the bidder. -In this 
way the product is sold without any noise 
or disputes. 

Records are kept of each sale showing 
name of owner of. product and the buyer. 
Transactions on one day ere settled for the 
next. If any grower is caus. false pack- 
ing his crates or having better ~egetables 
on top of the baskets than at the bottom 
he is turned out of the society and left to 
shift for himself. Hundreds of boat loads 
of vegetables are sold in this way daily. 
The buyers have large packing stalls near by 
where the vegetables are unloaded, packed 
and exported to Germany and England. 
These sales depots are located from four 
to five miles apart in the larger truckine 


districts. 
Growing Vegetables Under Glass. 


I was shown through several large estab- 
lishments where the vegetables are grown 
under glass, in long glass houses fifty feet 
wide and several hundred feet in length. 
These houses are equipped with iron pipes 
for transmitting the heat from a boiler sta- 
tion and the temperature Kept at the proper 
figure. The cucumber vines are trellised 
on the inside of the glass roof, and it is an 
interesting sight to see thousands of the 
long cucumbers, mostly eighteen inches in 
length, and two inches in diameter, hanging . 
from the vines overhead as you walk 
through one of the glass houses. 

I passed through thousands of tomato 
vines trailing on stakes eight to ten feet 
high and loaded with clusters of young to- 
matoes which would soon be ready for mar- 
ket. I also had the pleasure of visiting a 
successful grape grower who had ten acres 
of grapes growing in these long glass houses. 
The huge vines were trellised on the under 
side of the glass roof, supported on wire, 
and hundreds of thousands of great bunches 
of grapes were just beginning to turn purple 
and ripen. I was informed these grapes 
were packed in crates of six bunches each, 
wrapped in paper and shipped principally 
to London and New York, where they go into 
the hands of the wealthy consumers at $1 
per pound. This farmer expects to ship 
eighty tons from his artificially grown fruit 
and is quite a wealthy man, having a hand- 
some home, a modern automobile and other 
evidences of luxury and independence. One 
farmer I visited grew peaches under glass. 
The trees in these glass houses had been 
trained on trellises and looked more like 
vines than trees. But the big red peaches 
ripening on the limbs made a sight which 
is familiar at this period of the: year in 
thousands of Georgia farms. ' 

Peaches raised under glass in this wavy 
are sold fur 15 cents apiece. The weather 
here is too cold for fruit out in the open, 
hence fruit and“ early vegetables must be 
raised in hothouses. In the horticultural 
sections of Holland where the products are 
exported and none imported, the people are 
politically free traders, but up in the grain 
growing sections where foodstuffs are not 
produced in sufficient quantities for home 
consumption, and have to be imported, the 
farmers are protectionists, although Hol- 
land is a free trade country at this time. 


Co-operative Credit. 


Since 1898 co-operative farmérs’ banks of 
the Raiffeison type have rapidly come into 
popularity in Holland. There are now nearly 
1,000 of these small banks in operation, with 
a total membership of 65,090. These smaller 
banks are. federated with three central 
banks, which provide the financial capital 
for their openation. The smaller banks have 
no capital to start with, as each member 
pays only 60 cents as initiating fee. The 
government of Holland allows a subsidy to 
each bank of $50 to pay the cost of or- 
ganization. The capital of -the bank is 
raised from deposits by its members and 
non-members or by securing loans for its 
members through the large central bank. 
The central bank does practically no bus!- 
ness aside from its connection with the 
smaller federated banks. No loans are 
granted by these banks to anyone unless 
he be a member. The interest rate on loans 
is uniformly 4% per cent. per annum and the 
loans run from three to twelve months, or 
longer if necessary. In times of depression 
the centra] banks go to the Bank of the 
Netherlands, which is the big bank of \the 
kingdom, when in need of funds, and does 
not press the loans of the small borrowers. 
This is just the reverse of our monetary sys- 
tem in the United States. In our country, 
in times of depression or panic the big banks 
press the little ones, who in turn must press 
the small borrower, and hence we weaken 
the very basic structure of the nation. 
These central banks, into which the smaller 
banks each are federated, have from three 
to four millions of deposits each and their 
Interest 
on deposits are 4 per cent. annually. 

Long-time land mortgages of from thirty 
to forty years are made at 4% per cent. per 
annum with an additional % per cent. for 
amortization annually for repaying the ioan. 

We go to Amsterdam next Tuesday, after 
visiting some of the co-operative butter and 
cheese making dairies up here in Friesland. 
Next Wednesday we go to Beriin to rejoin 
the full commission, and by June 30 com- 
plete our tour of Germany, then to France, 
England and Ireiand. We start beck to New

WOMEN SUFFRAGISTS 
-DENED SENATE HALL 


Ladies Indignant at Solons’ Re- 
fusal to Allow Use off the 
Chamber for Speeches. 


Woman suffrage struck a rocky road 

in the Georgia state senate Thursday 
morning when a resolution instigated 
by some workers for the cause was 
laid on the table by a vote of twenty 
to seven. 
The resolution was introduced by 
Senator Huie, of the thirty-fifth dis- 
trict by request. The resolution ask- 
ed “that the use of the senate cham- 
ber be and the same is hereby granted 
to Mrs. 8S. E, Cunningham, Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Felton, Miss H. Augusta How- 
ard, Mrs. J. J. Ansley, Mrs. J. H. Sib- 
ley and several gentlemen (all citi- 
zens of Georgia), on Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings at 8 o'clock, July. 
9 and 10 for the purpose of delivering 
addresses on “The Scope of the Elect- 
ive Franchise.” 

Upon the reading of the measure 
Senator W. W. Stark, of the thirty- 
third district,. said, “I presume that 
these good ladies of Georgia desire to 
enlighten this body of senators upon 
the subject of woman suffrage?” 

“So far as I am informed the sena- 
tor is correct,” stated President An- 
derson. 

“In that case,” replied the senator 
from the thirty-third, “I make the 
motion that the resolution be indefi- 
nitely tabled.” 

Upon the motion to table division 
was called and the vote stood twenty 
to seven to table the resolution. 

No Sympathy With Cause. 

It happened that Mrs. Mary lL. Mc- 
Lendon and Mrs. Amelia R. Woodall, 
the president and secretary, respect- 
ively of the Georgia Woman's Suf- 
frage association were on the floor 
at the time, and they privately called 
the anti-woman suffrage senator to 
account for his action. 

“Why did you make that motion to 
table our resolution, senator?” asked 
Mrs. McLendon. 

“Because,” replied. the solon, 
courteous but frank and to the 
manner, “I have absolutely no 
pathy with your cause.” 

“But don’t you think maybe you 
have made a mistake?” queried Mrs. 
Woodall.. a 

“Maybe Christ made a mistake when 
he appointed twelve apostles and didn’t 
make six of them women,” retorted 
Stark. “Now, don’t you think, there 
ought to have been at least one wom- 
an in the place of Judas Iscariot?’ 

A little flame of indignation formed 
itself as Mrs, McLendon exclaimed, 
“Senator Stark, you are not orthodox!” 
and the argument came to an end in 
short order. 

Women Indignant. 

Mrs. McLendon and Mrs. 
Woodall were asked about the entire 
affair they were both indignant with 
the senate, who opposed their request 
and asked that the senators who voted 
against the resolution to allow the 
association the privileges of the sen- 
ate floor be scored for their littleness 
and narrow-mindedness. 

The gentlemen referred to in the 
resolution who were to speak before 
the meeting were Martin V. Calvin, of 
Decatur; Leonard G. Grossman, George 
Beattie and T. J. Skellie.

$1,983.564 757 LOST 
ON FOUR COTTON CROPS 


Agricultural Department Fur- 
nishes Some Startling Figures 
for Southern Farmers. 


ne 


Washington. July 8.—The enormous 
sum of $1,983,564,757 represents the 
hypothetical money 108s through 
damage from various causes to the 
cotton crops of 1909, 1910, 1911 and 
1912 in the United States, the depart- 
ment of agriculture’s bureau of sta- 
tistics has figured out. No less than 
16,094,793,100 pounds of lint loss is the 
aggregate of this damage to the four 
crops. The causes and extent of this 
damage to cotton forms an interesting 
feature of a report just issued. Cli- 
matic conditions formed the  princi- 
pal element of loss. 

Damage to the 1912 crop amounted 
to $459,349,251, or 3,765,157,000 pounds 
of lint cotton. The total damage from 
climatic conditions was $297,200,000, of 
which $115,300,000 was due to defi- 
cient moisture, $112,100,000 to exces- 
sive moisture and $17,000,000 to heat 
of hot winds, 

Other causes and extent of dam- 
age were: Plant dis@€ases, $62,900,- 
000; insect damage, $81,300,000; ani- 
mal damage, $900,000; 
$4,600,000, and other damages 
unknow'n causes, $12,490,000. 

A feature of the report 
creasing extent of damage from 
sects, indicating the success of 
fight against the boll weevil.

in 1910 it was $90,100,000, and
